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AIDTERS PREVENT 
RUNNING OF CARS 


Strikebreakers Beaten at Jacksonville 
With City Full of 
Soldiers. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 2.— 
Trouble broke out afresh here today 
when the Jacksonville Traction com- 
pany commenced again to operate cars 
over its lines, and, after five cars had 
been badly battered wp, service was 
suspended for the day. . 

Thus far the civil authorities have 
been unable to cope with the situation. 
Practically the entire military 
strength of Florida is in camp here, 
but are only called upon for special 
service by the mayor. At 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, in the fashionable sec- 
tion of Riverside, a mob of union sym- 
pathizers, mounted on a big automobile 
truck, attacked a street car, shatter- 
ing the windows, tearing out, the 
shades and badly damaging the seats 
and exterior of the car. Police re- 
serves were rushed to the scene and, 
assisted by a squad of militiamen, suc- 
ceeded in arresting four of the mob. 

Earlier in the day a motorman on 

the depot car was struck in the head 
by a railroad spike and badly injured, 
The man whot hrew this missle was 
arrested. A Main street trolley car 
was attacked at the intersection of 
Seventeenth street and crew badly 
beaten. Rocks have been thrown 
through car windows on tke principal 
streets during the day.

CONSTANTINOPLE IN DANGER) 


Victors May. Dictate Peace in Turkish 
Capital---Allies to Hold All 
They Conquer. 


London, November 2.—After the four 
days devisive battle of the war there 
is calm for a few hours, and no news 
comes.from the field of the recent 
fighting.. Constantinople officials still 
refuse to permft messages dealing with 
the Turkish defeat to be sent out of 
the capital. How far the Ottoman 
army will be able to pull itself to- 
gether, and when it will make a stand 
in the forts outside of Constantinople 
are questions unanswered. 

The Servian advance toward Salon- 
iki continues. The Greeks claim to be 
pushing steadily forward, but Turkish 
messages, insist that the Greek army 


has mét with a repulse; that the 
crown prince ran away and that the 
Greek position is precarious. 
Surrounded by Enemies. 
Adrianeple and Salonik: , are now 
surrounded by enemies. The Turkish 


army in Macedonia is cut off from all 
sides. SertVians hold all of old Servia 
and are administering the government 
from the ancient capital, Uskup. Re- 
ports of massacres by the retreating 
Surks, with barbargus details, are pil- 
ing up. tg 

Diplomacy has done nothing in 
direction of stopping or limiting 
war. The powers now await the ex- 
pected final blow, which will force the 
Turk to his Knees. The allies pro-. 
claim their determination to hold all 
they conquer European sentiment-- 
certainly Enelish sentiment—appears 
to indorse their ambitions, if Austrian 
interests can be arranged. 

All the sailors of British destroyer 
and submarine squadrons, on leave, 
have suddenly been ordered to return 
The action of the British admiralty 
has caused a stir, but it may have no 
relation to the war. 

Only two lines of forts, bath known 
as Tchatalja—one to the northwest of 
Adrianople and.the other stretching 
across the peninsula outside of Con- 
stantinople,. now stad between Tur- 
key and the total obliteration of her 
power in Europe. On neither of these 
lines of forts can much reliance be 
placed. 

Bulgarians Are Confident. 

So confident are the Bulgarians of 
their ability to overcome the shattered 
army of Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
commander-in-chief, now stretched 
along the Techatalja line built to de- 
fend the Ottoman capital, that part of 
army is being sent back tv 
Adrianople. It will there complete the 
investment of that fortress. 

There seems now to be no 
for the Turks. 

The Bulgarians are following up 
their successes with a dash that -sur- 
prises the world. They are now en- 
deavoring to get a force of their 
troops from Serai between the routed 
Turkish army under Nazim Pasha and 
the Tchatalja lines. This move would 
fulfill the two-fold purpose of putting 
an end to all Turkish resistance and 
stopping the defeated and maddened 
Ottoman soldiery from reaching Con- 
stantinople, where their arrival is so 
much feared. 

If the Bulgarian plan succeeds they 
are likely to go on to Constantinople, 
where they will dictate their terms of

What Buigarians Want. 

They are not likely, however, to stay 
in the Ottoman capital, because there 
is a Bulgarian legend that any nation 
occupying Constantinople is certain to 
be in perpetual trouble with its neigh- 
bors. 

What the Bulgarians always have 
aimed at is the occupation of the prov- 
ince of Adrianople, which comes down 
to a line between the Black sea an? 
the Sea of Marmora, near the base of 
the peninsula.

From all the capitals of Europe come 
reports of the efforts of the povrers to 
reach an agreement in regard to the 
form of intervention, Dut nothing has 
been definitely decided beyond a gen- 


eral approval of the French premier’s 


proposals.

Participated in by several thousand 
persons who stood in the November 
night air until fingers and toes were

It was the first time in Atlanta that 
an illustrated political meeting had 
taken place, and the crowd enjoyed the 
unique innovation. 

While quotations frem Woodrow 
Wilson's campaign addresses were be- 
ine thrown on a ecreen from The Con- 
stitution’s stereopticon machine, and 
amid the clangor of street traffic that 
went on uninterrupted, prominent 
local democrats addressed an enthusi- 
astic crowd in behalf of the national 
ticket and predicted an overwhelming 
victory at the polls on Tuesday. 

Governor Wilson's Message. 

The open-air meeting was Tremark- 
able from the fact that it marked the 
first speechmaking campaign in many 
years in behalf of a democratic na- 
tional ticket; and from the further fact 
that *those who had actively fought 
each other in the reeent presidential 
campaign in Georgia were equally 
emphatie in support of the Baltimoré 
nominees. 

During the-evening a message was 
read from Govérnor Wilson containing 
a final sthtement of democratic faith 
in the event of victory, 
and concluding with the words:

It 
will be no niggardly triumph of a 
party or a faction, but the triumph 
of a people. The democratic party will 
be, not the selfish victor, but the 
trusted instrument, and the years that 
follow will test every principle of the 
great republic, God grant we shall be 
worthy to prevail?’ 

Governor Sends Letter. 


Governor Brown, also, sent a letter 
from his Cherokee county farm ’ ex- 
pressing regret that he could not be 
present, but saying his heart was in 
the fight. 

Senator John H. Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama, manager of the Underwood cam- 
paign for the nomination, wired to 
urge friends of Mr. Underwood.to do 
all in their power to aid the nominee. 
He said it would greatly distress Mr.

President Taft and Many Congress- 
men Present---Services Mark- 
ed by Simplicity.

Utica, N. Y., November 2.—With sim- 
ple but impressive services the body 
of Vice President ‘James S. Sherman 
was laid away this afternoon in a 
crypt within a beautiful mausoleum 
in Forest Hill cemetery. Under a 
Canvas covering that served as a 
shielqg against a chill November wind 
were gathered the Sherman family, 
President Taft, members of his cabinet, 
Justices of the United States supreme 
court, senators and members of the 
house of representatives ang a few 
intimate friends and business associ- 


ates of the vice president, while with-. 


out a throng, which had assembled to 
pay a final tribute, stood reverently 
until the strains of “Asleep in Jesus” 
by the Haydn male chorus, which 
marked the conclusion of the services, 
had dieq away. 

President Taft listened with bowed 
head ang tear-dimmed eyes as Dr. M. 
W. tSrycker, president of Hamilton 
college, read the Lrief committal ser- 
vice and the Rev. Louis H. Holden, 
pastor of Christ church, of which Mr. 
Sherman was a member, offered prayer. 

A mixed quartet sang “Good Night” 
and when the selection by the male 
chorus had been ‘concluded the presi- 
dent gazed a moment at the flower- 

covereg casket of his friend and slowly 
made his way to a waiting automobile, 
accompanied by former Vice President 
Charles W. Fairbanks, Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham and Major Rhoades, 
- his military aide. 

Public Obsequies at Church. 

Marlier in the afternoon there had 
been private services at the Sherman 
home and public obsequies at the 
First Presbyterian church, both of 
whi h were attended by the president. 

The special train Learing the nation’s 
chief executive and party arrived in 
Utica at 1:30 o’clock and the president 
at once went to the late vice presi- 
dent’s home to offer his sympathy in 
person to Mrs Sherman ang others of 
the bereaved family. He remained for 
the services there, which were con- 
ducted by Dr. Holden, ang.then went 
to the church, where the funeral ser- 
vices were held. 

The congressional party was among 
the earliest to arrive, and was fol- 
lowed by the president and those who 
had called on Mrs. Sherman with him. 
The president occupied a seat in the 
center aisle of the church, and with 
him sat Attorney General Wickersham, 
Secretary Nagel of the department of 
commerce and labor, former Vice Pres- 
ident Fairbanks, and Chairman Hilles, 
of the republican national committee. 
Immediately in-their rear were seated 
Justices Hughes and Pitney, of the 
United States supreme court; Senators 
Crane, Curtis, Lippett, Penrose, Oliver, 
Bacon, Works and O’Gorman, Secre- 
tary Bennett of the senate, and Repre- 
sentatives Dalzell, Carter, Jones 
Wright, Fairchild and other members 
of the national house of representa- 
tives. Senator Root was one of the 
honorary pallbearers, and sat some- 
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1 whit apart ‘from the ether national 


officials. 


Others in the assemblage included 


former Governors Frank S. Black and | 


Benjamin B. O'Dell, “Jr., and 4 few 
members of the New York state legis- 
lature. Governor Dix was unable to 
be present, but sent Lieutenant Com- 
mander Eckford C. DeKay, his mili- 
tary secretary, as his representative. 


Mrs. Sherman Follows Casket. 


The casket, covered with violets and 
lilies of the valley, was borne into the 
ehurch at 2:30 o'clock, and following 
it came Mrs. Sherman, in heavy 
mourning, leaning on the arm of her 
son, Richard. She was accompanied 
by other members of the Sherman fam- 
fly. Ail were given seats close to the 
casket. The Mendelssohn funeral 
march was played as the body _— car- 
ried in and deposited immediately in 
front of the altar. The entire audience 
rose in silence ag the bearers made 
their way to the front. Numerous 
floral offerings formed an impressive 
feature. These consisted largely of 
beautifully and appropriately designed 
wreaths, and with them the altar was 
completely covered. | 

The senate sent an immense piece 
composed largely of orchids, while the 
house offering was of white roses. 
There were wreaths from the national 
republican league, the employees of the 
Utica Trust and Deposit company, of 
which Mr. Sherman was president; the 
Beta Sigma Phi, the local republican 
committees, the German. ambassador, 
the Spanish, Salvadorian, Haitian, Do- 
minican and Guatemalan legations, 
Secretary Knox and many others. . 

The altar, the galleries and the walls 
of the church were draped in black 
broadcloth and rich purple and an 
American flag was artistically festoon- 
ed about the front of the altar, but 
almost hidden by the masses of flow- 
ers. 

Services Very Simple. 

The religious services conducted by 
President Strycker were as limited in 
extent as it was possible to make them. 
They consisted of scriptural readings 
and a few .words of appreciation and 
a prayer by Dr. Strycker, all closing 
with a benediction by the Rev. R. W. 


First Presby- 


Brokaw, pastor of the 
terian church. 

The music was directed by Professor 
Charles "W. Mowry and included ap- 
propriate organ selections and three 
hymns. The hymns. were Cardinal 
Newman's “Lead Kindly Light,” “Abide 
With Me” and “Nearer My to 
Thee.” The entire congregation joined 
in the last hymn, and this formed a 
most impressive part of the service. 
President Taft and several of the sena- 
tors partitipated in the singing. 

Dr. Strycker made no effort to enter 
upon a eulogy of his deceased friend, 
but confined himself to a few words 
of praise of the vice president’s char- 
acter and of farewell. 

The funeral partly left the church 
it had entered to the 
music of Mendelssohn's funeral 
mareh, the audience standing as 
the casket was bmorne out. Mrs, 
Sherman was supported on either side 
by her sons as she walked slowly 
down the aisle. Her carriage preceded 
that of President Taft in the long line 
that made its way to the cemetery 
through streets lined with people. 

There was no attempt at display and 
the procession was not even headed by 
a detail of police. Major Whoades, in 
the uniform of an artillery officer, lent 
the only color to the sombre hues of 
the presidential party. 

Thousands at Cemetery. 

Thousands of persons were at the 
¢emetery in advance of the cortege and 
watched silently as the long proces- 
sion wound its way up the hill to the 
mausoléum. After the services at the 
tomb President Taft and party were 
hurried in automobiles to the railroad 
station. The president’s private car 
had been sidetracked and a crowd, 
gathered outside, watched him as he 
sat at the window and chatted with 
Mr. Fairbanks and others. When the 
congressional special, to which the car 
was attached, pulled out of the station 
at 6:14 o’clock for New York there 
were subdued cheers for the president, 
who bowed this acknowledgement. 

Business in Utica was practically 
suspended during the hours of the 
funeral and several factories closed 
their deors at noon and did not re- 
open. At the hour of the funeral all 
the electric cars in the city were stop-

| ped for a period of five minutes. 
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Presidegt Hibben, ‘of Princeton unil- 
versity, friend of Mrs. Grover Cleve- 
land and Professor Jex Preston, Jr., 
of Wells college, has announced the 
engagement of the widow of the for- 
mer president to the university pro- 
fessor The date of Mrs. Cleveland’s 
wedding, President Hibben said, would 
be announced later. Professor Preston 
first met Mrs. Cleveland at Princeton, 
where he was taking a special course 
in 1906. He went out into the society 
of the university town a great deal. 
Later a mutual interest attracted them 
to each other, for Professor Preston 
took the chair of archaeolegy at 
Wells college, Mrs. Cleveland’s alma 
mater, in which she has always been 
greatly interested. Ex-President Grov- 
er Cleveland died on June 24, 1908, at 
his home in Princeton, after a long ill- 
ness. Mrs, Cleveland is 48, two years 
younger than Professor Preston, who 
is 50. She was born July 21, 1864. Pro- 
fessor Preston did not enter Princeton 
until he was 40 years old, because 
sickness in his youth had caused him 
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to give up hope of completing his edu- 
cation. He was, however, very popu- 
lar with the students despite the dif- 
ference in age. Mrs. Cleveland was 
born Frances Folsom. She was the 
daughter of Oscar Folsom, once Mr. 
‘Cleveland’s law partner, and was mar- 
ried to President Cleveland in the 
white house ‘June 2, 1886, when 22 
years old. Almost as much interest 
as the American people/|took in the 
marriage they manifested when Ruth, 
the first child, was born at 816 Madi- 
SOn avenue. New York. On the child 
reflected the widespread admiration of 
the mothér. The child died of malig- 
nant diphtheria in Mr. Cleveland's 
home in Princeton January 7, 1894. 


PLEADS GOV, WILSOK 
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Nominee Wants a Democratic 
Majority in Both 
Branch es. 


Long Branch, N. J., November 2.— 
Governor Woodrow Wilson indicated 
in his speeches tonight on behalf of 
the democratic legislative ticket of 
New Jersey that even if he is elected 
president of the United States next 
Tuesday he will continue to act as 
governor of New Jersey, perhaps until 
next March. 

"IT have not stopped being governor 
yet,” he said before an enthusiastic 
crowd here, “and it is my ambition to 
be associated with the legislature of 
New Jersey which meets next January. 
in doing some further things in. setting 
the people of New Jersey free from 
private and special interests.” 

The governor declared that in the 
ynidst of an era of reform New Jersey 
voters had obstructed his aims in their 
behalf by making both houses of the 
state legislature republican in 1912. He 


appealed for a democratic legislature 


to enable him in the session which 


begins January 1 to continue ‘his pro- 


gram of reform which he said had not 


yet been completed. 


Mr. Wilson also urged a democratic 
legislature so as to adda: William 
Hughes to the list of democrats in the 
United States senate. The nominee 
stated that if it were a matter of per- 
sonal choice with him as between the 
presidency on the one hand and a 
congress of opposite political complex- 
ion he would prefer not to be elected 
president. 

“It would be desperately lonely,” he 
said, “without a democratic house and 
senate. [I can think of nothing more 
heart-breaking to a man than to be in 
the position of knowing what ought to 
be done in the country and yet be 
powerless to do it.”

when she was 13 years old by Quain- |!

Green Ridge. In June, 1904, she said, | 
Mrs. Quaintance Decame ill, and she! 
put a capsule contatntng poison ini 
some medicine and gave it to Mrs.: 
Quaintance, who died the next morn-! 
ing | 

The next spring she left for Sedalia ; 
and went to the home of Mrs. Coe, a, 
widow. In August of that year, she: 
said, she put poison in a glass of beer , 
and gave it to Mrs. Coe, who died the 
next morning. 

Finally she drifted to Paducah, Ky.,' 
where on September 5, 1907, ‘she was 
married to Lesh. They went to East: 
St. Louis, Ill. t6 Hve. In October of | 
this year she and her husband came 
to Los Angeles. 

The police are holding Mrs. Lesh 
pending an investigation of her story. 
Her Story Believed. 

Sedalia, Mo., November 2.—When i 
the confession of Pansy Ellen Lesh, at. 
Los Angeles, in which she claims to 
have caused the deaths by poisoning’ 
of Mrs. E. M. Quaintance, of Green. 
Ridge, this (Pettis) county, and Mrs. . 
Eliza Coe, of Sedalia, was reported to 
the local authorities, they recall that 
both women died under circumstances 
that were suspicious. No one, how-. 
ever, was suspected enough to be seri- | 

ously accused. 

Credence {s given the Lesh woman's | 
story by reason of the accuracy of 
dates. Mrs. Lesh’s maiden name, if 
her story is true, was Pansy Hast- 
ings, who lived at the home of Colonel 
| and Mrs. E. M Quaintance, at Green 
Ridge, in 1903 and 1904. She was sent | 
to Green Ridge from a St. Louis | 
orphanage. She had lived at the: 
Quaintance home but a few mortths 
when she and Mrs. Quaintance quar- 
reled. 

The girl is said to have knocked 
Mrs. Quaintance down, injuring her | 
severely. Physiclans pronounced the ' 
injury rupture and treated the case as 
such. Peritonitis developed and she 
died in June, 1904. The attending phy- 
sicians say her death would have re- 
sulted from the injury in time, but the 
suddenness of her death was-a sur- 
prise. The girl continued to make 
her home with Colonel Quaintance as 
his housekeeper until a few weeks 
following Mrs. Quaintance’s death, 
when Colonel Quaintance ended his 
life by shooting himself. 

Just before the suicide the St. Louis 
orphanage had been advised of the 
girl’s action and the institution again 
took her in charge. After temaining 
in the orphanage a few weeks the girl 
came to Sedalia to live at the home 
of irs. Coe, who was secretary of 
the board of charities of Pettis county. 
The girl remained here until the sud- 
den death of Mrs. Coe in July, 1905. 

The attending physicians announced 
that Mrs. Coe died of cholera morbus, 
and her death wa: not investigated,

The Atlanta Day School for the Deaf 
is one of the regular grades of the 
Atlanta public schools, authorized by 
the board of education. 

The school opened at Ashby street 
school in West End on October 1, and 
is comfortably housed in one of the 
nicest new school buildings owned by 
the city. 

The teacher in charge, .Mrs. Sarah 
Small Temple, was selected because of 
hr peculiar fitness and equipment for 
the work. She is the daughter of deaf 
parents and is thoroughly at: home in 
the beautifully expressive sign lan 
Zuage. She is a graduate of the nor- 
mal department of Gallaudet college, 
the national institution for the edu- 
cation of the deaf. She taught three 
years in St. Louis School for Deaf, ang 
at Rockford, Ill, and at the state 
school in Oklahoma. The methods 


eRe -by adoption of the school board, 


combine all approaches possible to the 
deaf child, oral, aural, and manual! 
methods being used as each case may 
need. Mrs. Temple’s idea is to adapt 
the method to the child and not to 
force the child to any single method. 
At the end of the first month the 
school is in good condition, there are 
eight pupils in attendance and others 
have applied for admission. The usual 
size of a class is ten pupils, and 
unless the children are well graded 
together, this. number will rather tax 
the attention and power of a teacher.

Was authorized, were not present when 
the group was taken, They and other 
friends of the deaf are very much 
interested in the success of the work. 

Mr. Slaton has been a warm advocate 
of the school, insisting that children 
who are deficient in hearing should be 
taught in. our regular schools, by 
methods suited to their needs and de- 
velopment, as much so as children who 
are normal in their faculties. This 
view is readily concurred in by the 
board of education. 

There is room for a few more pu- 
pils, if these are entered promntly now 
so as not to delay Mrs. Temple’s 
classes and Keep her busy in organiz- 
ing and evening up the pupils too 
long before the steady heavy up-grade 
pull of the school year is on in dead 
earnest.

Tech Fought Fiercely. 

They fought fiercely throughout the 
entire game, and in the latter part of 
the contest played the heavier Auburn 
team off its feet. Their come-back 
Spirit was something that no one could 
help but admire, and, like Christy Ma- 
thewson, in the last world’s. series, 
they are heroes in defeat.

“Then such an explosion was neard 
that we thought a cannon had been 
frd on land. After the first explo- 
sion we noticed lights moving. about 
on the cruiser and heard whistles be- 
ing blown. The explosien occurred at 
a spot a little forwarg of the right 
funnel. 

“Dense volumes of smoke poured 
from the funnel and tic vessel lurched 
forward by the bows. I departed at 
full speed; passing in front of Kara- 
bun, which certainly had been ap- 
prea of the event from Saloniki, as 
the fortress blazed all its searchlights. 

“As we passed unnoticed I carried 
outa promise previously made my gun- 
ners and fired a shot at the fortress 
from a range of 2,50 meters.”’

Arrangements Completed---Will Ad- 
vance 75 Per Cent of Value of 
Cotton While It Is Beinz Held. 


“The necessity for co-operation 
among southern bankers and mer- 
chants to extend credit to the farmers 
as far as possible so as to enable 
them to hold their cotton its receiving 
a@ good deal of attention. The Con- 
stitution has had several editorials on 
this subject and has pointed out that 
with some means by which the farmers 
might hold thetr eotton. they would 
Le able to realize 14 cents or 15 cents 
per pound when the present congested 
conditions are relieved,” declared W. 
T. Anderson, of Macon, vice president 
of the Southern States Cotton corpora- 
tion, who was in the eity vesterday. 

In speaking of The Constitution's 
editorials on this subject, he said: “It 
is very gratifving to see The Constitu-’ 
tion interest itself in this very impor- 
tant matter. 

“] have just returned from a trip 
to.Eurone in comnrny with Mr. George 
Dele Wadley, president of the Southern 
States Cotton corporation. Our trip 
abroad was for the purpose of inter- 
esting European financjers in this all- 
important -subject. The Const'tution 
e9ys that if the farmers are able to 
hold their cotton they will realize 14 
cents or 15 cents per pound later in 
the season. This ig exactlv the founda- 
tion upon which the Southern States 
Cotton corporation !s hased—to enable 
the farmer to hold his cotton and have 
him get the 1 5cents. The suggestion 
that southern bankers and merchants 
shovld help the farmer to hold his cot- 
ton is a g@od one and is nerhans the 
only immediate relief in sicht: but there 
is great defect In anv vroject for re- 
lief. The southern bankers and mer- 
chants are borrowers of money the 
same as the cotton farmer. Thev are 
willing to carry him, but their ability 
is limited to very short periods of 
time. 

“It was due to this pnecullar condi- 
tion in the southern country that caus- 
ed us to feel that in order to get real 
relief for the farmer, it would be nec- 
essary to interest foreign money. - We 
found the spinners of Eurone intensely 
interested in our proposition and we 
were able to secure contracts agreeing 
to carry tndefinitely large volumes of 
cotton on a very liberal and at the 
same time sane business basis. 

To Advance 7h Per Cent. 

“Our plan is to advance 75 ner cent 
of the market value of cotton, this 
money being paid “the farmer upon 
delivery of his cotton to the corpora- 
tion. Our corporation proposes 
chorve the farmer no Interest on the 
money advanced and to take care of 
the warehousine and insurance on his 
cotton until it Is sold. 

“To explain: Say for instance todav’s 
market shoulg be 12 cents per pound 
the farmer would he able to borrow 
from our corporation 9 cents per pound 
and the cornoration would give him a 
promissory note for 6 cents per pound 
additional: this note payable at the 
end of 99 days or renewable at tr-** 
time at the option of the corpo: c- 
tion. 

"We have made arrangements with 
warehousi@g companies in Europe to. 
take care of a large volume of cotton 
and shall be able to handle from three 
to five million bales on this basis. 

“We had a convention at Dallas, 
Texas, Ocwpber 15, 16 and 17. There 
were présent at this meeting over 409 
Texas farmers, They listed with the 
corporation something more than 4,009 
bales of cotton and subscribed for 
$25,000 worth of the stock. In Texas 
Oklahoma and Arkansas they are sell- 
ing the stock of the corporation, and 
there igs no doubt but they will be 
doing -business in these states at an 
early date. 

“We are organizing a stock sales 
force in Georgia in order that some re- 
llef may be offered to the farmers in 
this state. 

7,000,000 Capitalization. 

“We expect to capitalize our corpor- 
ition at $7,000,000. One million of this 
will be common or voting stock, and 
he other six milions will be preferred. 
non-voting stuck. It is necessary to 
have this amount of capital for the 
corporation to begin business, for the 
season that it will be a large organi. 
zation. The offices. will have to be 
fully equipped and manned, and the 


corporation must have a comfortable. 


capital to take care of its expenses. 
“We learn from southern bankers 
that they will be able to make tem- 
porary loans of 75 per cent of the mar- 
ket value of cotton. It is our purpose

“We estimate that by taking out of 
market 2,000.0 bales of cotton be 
tween the 15th of September and the 
Ist of November each year wiil have 
the eTect of enabling the distressed 
farmer, who is .mortgaged up to his 
eyebrows, to sell his: cotton on a short 
spot market. He will thus realize a 
much better price than under the 
present conditions. We fully belfeve 
that he will be able to get the 14 o7 
5 cents that The Constitution so con- 
idently predicts is obtainable.

“We have every reasun to bDeiieve 
that this plan will be in operation 
within sixty days. ‘It depends iargel) 
upon the rapidity with which the 
southern people take hold of the mat 
ter by subscribing to the capita 
stock. It is a reasonable calculation 
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. 200 per cent per annum and the pre-|

The carot is only second to the on- 
ion as an aid in meat. cookery of many 
sorts.

There are miles and miles of homes 
built in two and three-story houscs 
on lots from 12 to 16 feet, and right 
on the pavement. This style prevails 
largely in Europe, and, so far as I 
know, Baltimore uses the plans more 
extensively than any city in this coun-

tts is a clipping from a Baltimore 
paper while I was in that city: 

“One of the largest two-story opera- 
tions to be started for several months 
soon will be commenced in the eastern 
section ‘of the city. The E. J. Gal- 
lagher Realty company is. preparing 
plans for fifty attractive structures 
to flank both the east and the west 
sides of Streeper street, between Fos- 
ter and Fleet, which, when ¢ompleted, 
will cost about $50,000. Plans call for 
structures of iron spot brick with 
stone trimmings, each to be 12 by 40 
feet.”’

And yet we 
find one of the south’s most prosperous 
cities in the smaller class. ynchburg 
is said to be the second richest city in 
point of per capita wealth in the un- 
fog, the first being a smal) town out 
west where every citizen is a million- 
aire.

Hennessee Tells Interesting 


Experience of His Early 
Business Career.

President Hennessee, of the Warren 
Manufacturing company, was reminisc- 
ing the other day. He was talkins 
about some of’ his earlier business éx- 
periences when the following sto-y 
came out: 

“T remember,” said he, “once when 
we were selling buggies. The vehi- 
cles we were handling were high- 
grade and sold for a fair price. We 
were building up a good reputation 
and a nice trade when a couple of fel- 
lows opened up a competitive house 
a few doors down the street. The» 
solq a cheap buggy, which couldn't 
possibiy be guaranteed, but because 
of the lower price they were taking 
more of our trade away than was 
comfortable. The buggy they soll 
cost them $50 and they sold it for $60. 
Well, I couldn’t Duy ‘the same busgey 
myself, but 1: got a friend to for me. 
I had to pay him $4 apiece for buyinss 
them, so this put my cost at $54. Nev- 
ertheless I placed one of these bug- 
gies in our showrooms and marked it 
$45. .When customers came in they 
would look at that buggy and say, 
‘Isn't that the same buggy the people 
down the street sell for $60?” I would 
say, I hear they do sell a similar 
buggy to this. Is $60 their price*’. 
Then he would ask why We could 
sell cheaper and I would say: 

“‘Why, I suppose either they make 
more profit’ than we do or else they 
don’t buy as well.’ 

“Then the customer would ask about 
the quality of the $45 buggy and for 
a guarantee, ete. I would tell him I 
couldn't guarantee a cheap buggy 
like that. but would a better one. This 
served to introduce our. high-grade 
gocds and generally ended in a sale. 
Yes, we put the other fellows out of 
business, and if ever’‘they hear this 
story I guess it will be the first time 
they knew how we were able to under- 
sell them on those buggies.” 


“Don't you ever believe Pullman and

| WELL EXPLAINE

Senator Bourne, the leading advocate 
of general parcels post law, was  e- 
feated for re-election, and he assumes 
his defeat solely to nis aaVocacy of 
a general system. .The people of his 
State recognized that a general par- 
cels post law would be absolutely det- 
rimental to every interest, and as much 
as they aamired this able man, they 
orced to elect him to stay at 


Politicians and demagogues advocate 
all sort of wild schemes purely as vote- 
catchers. The enactment of this law 
being vigorously opposed by tke com- 
mercial interest of the country was re- 
sponsibdle, at least, for a sane and rea- 
sonable law, though tne present zone 
System must be tried before it can be 
fulsomeéiy praised. 

[f the government can continue the 
Present zone system without a great 
loss, it is believed i.ut it will be to 
the present interest of.: 1 sections. .t 
no statesma , no students, no fini-ncier 
has been able to figure t.at a general 
parcels post iaw could pe put into op- 
eration without a thorough tax upon 
all industries for the sole interest of 
the mail-order houses’ catalog. The 
im Jortance of this yiatter, as wel] as 
other matters of legiclation, clearly 
shows that politics and " usiness should 
not be th..oughly disassociated. Busi- 
ness men take the least interest in poil- 
tics. Inthe United States senate there 
are only four men who could be classed 
as business men—three manufacturers 
and one merch....t. Of 236 congress- 
men, 255 are lawyers, and only 47 could 
fe classcd as manufacturers or mer- 
chants. If the business men want 
business government and business leg- 
islation, the business n must do *'s 
politica] duty. High taxes igs the cost 
of poor measurement; injurious laws 
are caused by incompetent and igno- 
rant representatives. The business 
man dirties his hands by remaining 
within the “four walis of his store’ 
and failing to do nis duties as a rep- 
resentative citizen. The sooner com- 
mercial organizations iecognize that 
business and politics are closely re- 
lated and dependent orfe on the other. 
the better it will be for both politics 
and business. The cost of doing opusi- 
ness should oe figured without as well 
as within the confines of a business 
establishment. 

If there is any good reason why the 
mail trade should be encouraged by a 
subsidy, it has never been set ferth 
by any advocate of parcels post exten- 
sion. That is a meaning for a general 
parcels post law. It would not be a 
subsidy that would create new busi- 
ness where there was-.none before. If it 
would do that they would have one 
argument in their favor. Instead of 
doing so, it would, encourage trade 
away from home. It would take the

Neither the very rich nor the very 
poor are capable’.of administering 
equitable governmeht: the entire bur- 
den of the present nolitical situation 
ceuld be solved by the business men, 
by reason of their expertences in deal- 
ing with all classes. and I believe that 
they are wise enough to formulate and 
administer equitab'e laws that will 
not unjustly discriminate against 
either the very poor or the very rich.
